Join green revolution at new gym 


POLICE have appealed for information 
after a man from Finsbury Park died after 
being dragged along by a car. 

Oliver Farrell, 27, died in hospital last Wednesday 
following the incident, which took place in Essex 
Road, Islington, in the early hours of Sunday, 
November 17. 

His next of kin are aware. 

A post-mortem took place on Thursday at Poplar 
Mortuary, in east London, and gave the cause of 
death as head injuries. 

Mr Farrell, who was known to friends as Oli, grew 
up near Duffield, in Derbyshire, and was working as 
a senior consultant in immigration and VAT tax for 
Jam Recruitment. 

The Sheffield Hallam University business studies 
graduate had been based at the recruitment consul¬ 
tancy’s central London office since January 2010. 

Police officers believe that Mr Farrell was 
leaning through the passenger-side front window of 
a black Vauxhall Zafira, close to the junction 
with Ockendon Road, around 1.55am having a 
conversation with the driver when the car suddenly 
drove away northbound. 

He was dragged along for about 100 yards before 
losing his grip and falling to the ground, suffering a 
serious head injury in the process. 

Mr Farrell was treated at the scene by the London 
Ambulance Service and taken to a hospital in east 
London, where he died last week from his injuries. 

Police said that a 57-year-old man had been 
arrested in connection with the incident after 
going to a north London police station. He has been 
bailed until January 2014. 

Officers from the North-West London Road Death 
Investigation Unit are carrying out inquiries into 
the incident and anyone with information is asked to 
call 020 8842 1817 or Crimestoppers, anonymously, 
on 0800 555 111. 
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A NEW outdoor gym where people get fit 
by digging and planting trees will open in 
Haringey in the new year. 

The green gym, which is being funded 
by a £60,000 grant from the People’s 
Health Trust, is due to open in Bruce 
Grove in January. 

The money forms part of £500,000 
awarded to charity The Conservation 
Volunteers to set up community groups 
in nine areas across the UK. 

TCV helps communities to reclaim local 
green spaces. Through a network of 2,000 
community groups, volunteers take part in 
a wide range of green activities including 
planting trees and hedgerows, clearing 
footpaths and building steps. 

The aim is to unite the community while 
putting them in control of their own 
outdoor spaces. 

TCV already runs a number of projects 
across Haringey, including green gym 
sessions in Harmony Gardens, Tottenham, 
every Friday. 


Chris Speirs, TCV London health 
manager said: “Instead of running on a 
treadmill alone, you can get fit by digging 
and planting trees while also giving 
something back to the community.” 

The £60,000 grant from the PHT will be 
used to develop the new green gym, 
recruit a Haringey green gym project 
officer for 18 months, find new green 
spaces and buy materials. 

The PHT chief executive John Hume 
said: “The Conservation Volunteers do 
fantastic work, giving local people the 
chance to get outdoors and make new 
connections within the community while 
engaging with their environment. 

“We couldn’t be happier to fund these 
projects and we are really looking forward 
to seeing how people in Haringey can 
make where they live a better place.”

Policeman ran from 
scene with an object 

AN eyewitness at the scene of the shooting of 
Mark Duggan told the inquest into his death 
that she saw a police officer pick something 
up close to the minicab in which the dead 
man had been travelling. 

And she said that the officer then ran 
towards Tottenham Hale station with the 
object and “had put something over to cover 
it”. The witness, who was 16 at the time, was 
giving evidence via videolink at the Royal 
Courts of Justice. 

Mr Duggan, 29, was shot dead by a police 
marksman when the vehicle in which he was 
a passenger was stopped by officers in Ferry 
Lane on August 4, 2011. Police believe that 
he had been armed. 

Last week the inquest heard from forensics 
experts, who debated how a gun which was 
found 20metres from Mr Duggan’s body 
could have ended up there. 

The inquest, which continues today after 
not sitting yesterday as two jurors were 
unavailable, heard that the teenager was on 
the other side of the road to the shooting.

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Chase Farm A&E’s 
impending fate led 
council to dismiss 
downgrade appeal

ENFIELD Council did not appeal against the High 
Court decision to throw out its application for a judi¬ 
cial review of the downgrade of Chase Farm Hospital 
because of the likelihood that the case would not be 
heard before the December 9 deadline - when the 
accident and emergency department is due to shut. 

A High Court judge rejected the council’s legal 
challenge to the decision to give the go-ahead to the 
Barnet, Enfield and Haringey Clinical Strategy two 
weeks ago. Maternity services at the hospital, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield, closed last week and the A&E and 
inpatient paediatric unit will shut in two weeks’ time. 

The council’s argument was that promised improve¬ 
ments in primary care, which were expected to be in 
place before A&E closed, have not been fulfilled. 

In a written answer to a question by Alev Cazimoglu, 
chairwoman of Enfield Council’s health and wellbeing 
scrutiny panel, for tonight’s council meeting, council 
leader Doug Taylor said the only way the authority 
would have been able to keep A&E open was by seek¬ 


ing “injunctive relief”. That would involve paying the 
Barnet and Chase Farm Hospitals NHS Trust £1.1 mil¬ 
lion and North Middlesex University Hospital, in Ster¬ 
ling Way, Edmonton, £ 1.85m per month in damages. 

Mr Taylor added there was a risk the Court of 
Appeal would not grant an injunction to halt the 
closure of A&E anyway because a judge would be 
likely to refuse relief because of safety risks in 
keeping the department open. 

Another major stumbling block was the fact that the 
clinical commissioning groups had argued that they 
would have had to implement an “emergency closure” 
of Chase Farm’s A&E because of safety concerns, had 
the council’s legal challenge been successful. 

According to Mr Taylor, the council’s lawyers con¬ 
cluded: “The combination of circumstances outlined 
means the practical realities have now overtaken the 
legal principles.” 

However, the trust denied that there were safety 
concerns at Chase Farm. 

“We have successfully and safely moved maternity 
and neo-natal services and we are expecting the same 
for A&E and paediatrics,” said a spokeswoman. 


YouTube song 
urges staff to 
get the flu jab 

STAFF and patients at Chase Farm 
Hospital have taken to YouTube to inject a 
little Christmas spirit into their efforts to 
boost take-up of the flu vaccine. 

As part of a campaign to promote the 
benefits of the vaccination, the trust has 
released an adaptation of Mariah Carey’s 
seasonal classic All I Want For Christmas 
Is You. 

Singer Jennifer Redston, from Finchley, 
teamed up with medical and administrative 
staff and patients to record I Don’t Want 
A Christmas With Flu. 

All hospital trusts in England are aiming 
to vaccinate at least 75 per cent of their 
staff against flu this winter. 

The YouTube video, which includes the 
lyrics, “I don’t want the flu this Christmas. 
There is just one jab I need. It will help 
combat the presence of this seasonal 
disease”, has attracted more than 6,000 
hits so far on the video-sharing website. 

A spokeswoman for the Barnet and 
Chase Farm trust said: “It’s an important 
campaign because flu can be passed on to 
others even by those who show no 
symptoms themselves. It can affect even 
seemingly healthy people who rarely get ill. 
Sickness absence due to flu also has an 
adverse impact on staffing levels.” 

Miss Redston said: “It’s been great fun 
and a real honour to work with the trust 
on a campaign such as this, and I hope it 
has the impact they require.”

THE final touches are being 
applied to Barnet Hospital, which 
is bracing itself for additional 
patients coming from Enfield 
following the downgrade of Chase 
Farm Hospital. 

The hospital, in Wellhouse 
Lane, High Barnet, has undergone 
a transformation after being allo¬ 
cated £23million to expand and 
improve maternity and accident 
and emergency services, as well as 
provide 200 extra parking spaces. 

The funding came as part of the 
Barnet, Enfield and Haringey 
Clinical Strategy, which will see 
both Barnet Hospital and North 
Middlesex University Hospital, in 
Sterling Way, Edmonton, take on a 
significant number of additional 
patients after the A&E department 
at Chase Farm Hospital, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield, shuts on 
December 9. 

Its maternity unit was closed 
last Wednesday. 

Barnet has the capacity to 
deliver 5,525 babies a year, up 
from 3,281 births during 2012/13. 

The hospital has a new, mid- 
wife-led unit, with five birthing 
rooms, including three large 
pools, where the first babies were 
delivered last week. 

It also has a new delivery suite, 
which has been expanded from six 
to 13 beds, and has 98 hours of 



consultant cover a week. 

The hospital’s antenatal ward 
has been expanded from 32 to 48 
beds, while its neonatal unit, 
where babies born early or with 
complications are kept under 
observation, now has 30 cots, up 
from 20 before the changes. 

Katie Tew, assistant manager for 
the implementation of the clinical 
strategy for women and children, 
who was born at Chase Farm, said 
the transition had gone smoothly. 

“It has gone really well at this 
site and all of the staff have been 
on board with the transition, 
which has been great,” she said. 

“Even if, like me, you have an 
attachment to Chase Farm, it has 
been really exciting to see this 
project come to completion.” 


Work at Barnet’s A&E unit, 
where a new CT scanner - which 
uses X-rays and a computer to 
create detailed images of the 
inside of the body - is being 
installed, is expected to be 
completed next week. 

Loraine Chowdry, matron of 
emergency medicine, said: “It has 
been challenging, particularly 
because the works have been 
ongoing while we kept the service 
running. But the staff have been 
excellent and the number of 
compliments we receive from 
patients has increased.” 

Pregnant women can continue 
receiving services at the Chase 
Farm site, including midwife-led 
antenatal care and classes as well 
as postnatal care. 


New maternity units 
welcome first arrivals 


THE first babies have been born at 
the new-look maternity units serving 
the residents of Enfield, as well as 
Barnet and Haringey. 

North Middlesex University Hospital, 
in Sterling Way, Edmonton, which 
includes a 17-bed delivery suite and a 
midwife-led birth centre, with eight 
birth rooms and six birthing pools, 
witnessed its first new arrival on 
Thursday. 

Oliver was born weighing 61b and 
12oz after his mother Dita, from 
Enfield, was in labour for four hours. 

He is the couple’s third child and 
his dad Tomas said: “We had the 
best health insurance around and 
went to the best hospital in Boston in 
America to have our first child. This 
experience at the North Mid was 
comprehensively better. 

“We would recommend anyone to 
come here and have their baby. This 
is the best hospital around and we 
are overwhelmed by what we have 
experienced in this new maternity 
unit. It has been perfect.” 

An 81b loz boy was born at the 
expanded maternity unit of Barnet 
Hospital, in Wellhouse Lane, High 
Barnet, at 12 minutes past midnight 
last Wednesday. 

Parents Talia and Idan Shani, from 
Borehamwood, said: “The staff and 
facilities have been fantastic. The 
surroundings are very private and 
peaceful. We love how quiet it is here 
and we have felt very spoilt.” 

The first baby to be delivered in 
the new, midwife-led birthing centre 
was 71b 8oz Paign. She arrived in one

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Questions raised over Tory 
MP Burrowes’ ‘commitment’ 


ENFIELD Southgate MP David Burrowes 
has come under fire from health campaigners 
over a “planted question” about Chase 
Farm Hospital in the House of Commons 
last week. 

Monty Meth, life president of the Enfield 
Over-50s Forum, and Alev Cazimoglu, 
chairwoman of Enfield Council’s health 
and wellbeing panel, questioned the MP’s 
past commitment to Chase Farm after he 
asked Prime Minister David Cameron 
whether there would be an increase in 
spending on primary care in Enfield follow¬ 
ing the downgrade of the hospital, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield. 

Mr Burrowes, who posed the question 
during Prime Minister’s Questions last 
Wednesday, also asked whether the hospital 
would provide 24/7 access to urgent care. 

In his response, Mr Cameron praised 
the MP for “working hard on this 
difficult issue for his con¬ 
stituents”, before adding: “Chase 
Farm Hospital will provide a 
service giving access to GPs 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 

“Enfield is also getting an 
increase in primary care funding. 

That is part of our plan of not cutting 
but expanding our NHS.” 

Both the question and reply were 
criticised by Mr Meth and Ms 
Cazimoglu because Mr 
Burrowes had opposed 
Enfield Council’s attempt to 
seek a judicial review of the 
downgrade of the hospital. 

Mr Meth said: “Mr Bur-

rowes wanted to cover his tracks for failing to 
support the council in going for a judicial 
review and for failing to support Nick de 
Bois (Enfield North MP) in this. 

“And the Prime Minister was economical 
with the truth. Patients will only be able to 
access the out-of-hours service at Chase 
Farm if they are referred via the 111 number. 

“Trying to pretend this is an A&E by 
another name is misleading.” 

The Enfield Clinical Commissioning 
Group said that the out-of-hours service 
was staffed “by at least one GP” seven nights 
a week. 

Ms Cazimoglu added: “It was a planted 
question and a ridiculous answer. Mr 
Burrowes has never fought for the hospital 
and he should not pretend otherwise.” 

The Conservative MP hit back by saying 
the ultimate decision to downgrade Chase 
Farm was taken by GPs. 

“The decision was taken by doc¬ 
tors,” he said. “When they said ‘yes’ 
and investments were made at North 
Mid, that changed the position. 

“There is a time and a place 
for protest, but since 2007 a lot 
has happened. We need to get as 
much funding as possible for local 
health services. We have 
secured some of that and we 
need more.” 

NHS England was unable to 
confirm whether primary care 
services in Enfield would 
receive additional funding by 
the time the Advertiser went 
to press.

The dedicated squad of officers and detectives 
charged with ending gang warfare in the borough 
were commended for their “outstanding profes¬ 
sionalism and continued dedication in reducing 
gang violence” during the Borough Commander’s 
Commendation Ceremony in the Dugdale Centre 
in London Road, Enfield Town, on Monday. 

When the commendations were awarded, 
particular mention was made of the unit’s work 
in bringing the killers of teenager Negus 
McClean to justice in May. 

Negus was stabbed to death by a members of a 
rival gang, who attacked him and his younger 
brother in Westminster Road, Edmonton, in 
April 2011. 

Also honoured by borough commander Jane 


Johnson was Detective Sergeant Adam Rowland, 
who was commended for his work spearheading 
the TecSOS scheme, where women at risk of 
domestic violence are given an alarm that is 
disguised as an ordinary mobile phone. 

Speaking to the Advertiser after the ceremony, 
DS Rowland said that thanks to the success of the 
scheme in Enfield, the project was due to be 
rolled out nationwide in the new year. 

The heroics of PC Mark O’Neil and PC Martin 
Burkert were also commended. 

The invited audience at the ceremony heard how 
the two men battled for 20 minutes on April 1 to 
save the life of Mohammed Hussein, who died 
from a single bullet wound to the chest on a 
housing estate in Bounces Road, Edmonton. 

They were honoured for their “professionalism 
and diligence at the scene of a fatal shooting lead¬ 
ing to vital evidence being secured and preserved.” 

Commending all the officers who had been 
recognised at the ceremony, Chief Superinten¬ 
dent Johnson said: “Enfield is a very challeng¬ 
ing environment and all our officers step up to 
the plate on a daily basis.”

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Cleaners continue fight 
over planned hours cut

THE union representing cleaners at the 
College of Haringey, Enfield and North 
East London is keeping up the fight 
over proposed cuts to their working hours. 

Representatives from the GMB union 
picketed a meeting of the governing 
board at the college’s site in Hertford 
Road, Enfield, on Thursday, and 
announced they would hold a further 
protest at the college’s main campus in 
High Road, Tottenham, this morning. 

Under current proposals, around 60 
cleaners will see their contracts cut 


from 51 weeks a year to 39 from Janu¬ 
ary, translating into a 23 per cent pay 
cut for the lowest-paid workers. 

The protests come after talks between 
the college, the GMB and Ocean, the 
contractor which employs the staff, 
broke down on November 15. 

“The college and Ocean are showing 
their contempt for this group of 
workers and continue to refuse to talk 
to them directly about terms and 
conditions,” said Steve Sweeney, the 
union’s regional organiser. 

“The college is located in some of the 
most deprived boroughs in the country 
and the college should be paying the 


London living wage, as opposed to the 
minimum wage and cutting hours.” 

The college said that the new rotas 
were a necessity as it faced a budget cut 
of £3.17million and sought to reduce 
expenditure without affecting teaching. 

It also said a new meeting with the 
union was being arranged. 

A spokeswoman added: “The college 
does believe that the London living 
wage should be paid and as contracts 
are renewed companies will be invited 
to submit tenders on this basis.” 

Mr Sweeney said Tottenham MP David 
Lammy backed the campaign and would 
be attending today’s protest.

‘Granddaughter’ hacks man’s bank account 


A VICTIM of identity fraud hopes 
that his misfortune will inspire other 
people to be more vigilant. 

The retired Enfield resident 
discovered that he and his wife had 
been victims of identity fraud when 
their bank called to ask about 
unusual account activity last month. 

The man, who wished to remain 
anonymous, said: “The bank told us 
whoever this person was, they man¬ 
aged to pass all the security questions. 

“The only way this would have been 
possible was if they’d taken our post. 

“My first thought was that someone 
in the postal office was responsible.” 


After talking with his postman, the 
man found someone had been posing 
as his granddaughter for two weeks. 

He said: “My postman told me he’d 
been giving the post to my 
‘grand-daughter’ every morning, 
while she sat on my doorstep with a 
cigarette. She told the postman that 
she wasn’t allowed to smoke in the 
house and that she would take the 
letters inside afterwards. 

“I was in utter shock. She used 
such a believable back story. People 
need to know this is happening. 

“She might not only be targeting 
Enfield, so everyone should be aware 


of this and be extra vigilant.” 

The suspect requested a new debit 
card from the bank, tried to spend 
£8,000 in a central London 
department store and withdrew £300 
in cash from an ATM machine. 

Enfield Police received a report of a 
similar crime committed at Queen 
Anne’s Grove in Bush Hill Park, on 
November 9. In that case, no access to 
the victim’s bank account was gained. 

A Metropolitan Police spokesperson 
said: “Enfield Police are investigating 
two similar incidents of mail theft. At 
this stage the two reports are not 
being treated as linked.”

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Academy hopes to 
build new primary 
on its site

PROPOSALS for a new primary school could 
be the answer to parents’ prayers in the west of 
the borough. 

Ashmole Academy, in Cecil Road, Southgate, 
has announced that it is considering creating a 
new primary school on its site. 

As local authorities have been barred by the 
government from building new schools, the 
proposed primary will be set up and run outside 
local authority control by the academy itself. 

Although the proposed site is in the borough of 
Barnet, the governors are considering making the 
Fox Lane area in Southgate a priority location for 
any new intake. 

With many parents and children in the area left 
without a local school place, an influential 
parent-power lobby group has admitted it is 
thrilled at the prospect of the new primary. 

Gonul Daniels, a member of the South West 
Enfield Action Team, told the Advertiser. “We 
are delighted. 

“Ashmole is an outstanding school and so there 
is no reason to say we shouldn’t go ahead with 
this. The school has got a great reputation at the 
upper level, which I am sure would be carried on 
with a primary school.” 

The proposals would see a reception class and 
a Year 1 class opened in 2015. 

However, before any further action can be 
taken, Ashmole needs to raise sufficient funds to 



establish the new school as well as definitively 
demonstrating there is a pressing need for pri¬ 
mary places in the area. 

The school’s website states that Derrick Brown, 
headteacher of the academy, will oversee the 
project and is working with Liz Whincop, the 
former head of Walker Primary School, in Water¬ 
fall Road, Southgate, to develop the proposal. 

Residents of the Grovelands area in Southgate, 
who have been vocal in their opposition to 
mooted proposals for a school expansion project 
in Grovelands Park, are also backing the bid. 

Wendy Boast, a member of the Grovelands 
Residents’ Association, who lives in Queen 
Elizabeth’s Drive, which backs on to the park, 
said: “The residents’ association are supportive of 
the proposal because it means it will save the area 
of concern in Grovelands Park from development. 

“Grovelands Residents’ Association does 
support the need for local primary places and we 
have always been hopeful of somewhere other 
than the Grovelands site being found.”

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Bottom line: more 
funding is needed 

AFTER years of campaigning by health 
activists over the lack of public health and 
primary care funding in Enfield, it has been 
revealed that mental health services in the 
borough are also at breaking point. 

Economic conditions have led to an increase 
in the number of people with mental health 
problems, but funding does not match demand. 

Last year a major report published by the 
London School of Economics found that 
mental health problems account for nearly 40 
per cent of all illness, but only 13 per cent of 
NHS funds are devoted to their treatment. 

While the Enfield Clinical Commissioning 
Group and the Barnet, Enfield and Haringey 
Mental Health Trust provided us with different 
figures to suit their own agendas, it is clear 
that the level in funding in Enfield is even 
lower. To avoid a major crisis, the government 
should fund this vital service properly. 

Vast insight in 
pupils’ questions 

AT the moment, popular opinion dictates that 
young people are so politically disengaged that 
most 18-year-olds care for little apart from 
taking selfies and lounging in onesies. 

However, this week the young people of 
Enfield showed that not only do they care about 
what goes on in the world around them, but 
also that often they have more perceptive and 
insightful questions to ask than their elders. 

At St Anne’s High School, the self-assured 
young women refused to be dismissed as 
airheads who rely on their “wiles” rather than 
their brains. 

And the children of the Alma Estate brought 
council chiefs up short with their reminders 
that behind their grand schemes to relocate 
and rehouse hundreds of people lie children 
who dread the day when they will have to up 
sticks and move far from friends on the orders 
of a swipe of a council officer’s pen.

Statistics show that A&E should remain open 


AS a member of the City Hall health 
committee, I believe it is important to 
add to the headlines that were covered 
from our recent report on London’s 
accident and emergency services for 
the forthcoming winter. 

We not only face a winter NHS 
crisis, but also we have already had 
an unprecedented summer crisis, too. 

Barnet and Chase Farm’s records 
show that for 45 out of the last 52 
weeks, the A&E target for treatment 
or admission time was missed. 


It should also be remembered that 
the target was reduced by the 
Conservative-led government from 
the 98 per cent target set and met by 
the Labour government which it 
inherited, to just 95 per cent. 

And it is not even meeting that, 
with just 91 per cent of patients being 
dealt with in time at Barnet and 
Chase Farm. 

It is true the coalition is making 
more funds available in a late effort 
to head off the inevitable winter crisis, 


but as Dame Ruth Camall, Mayor 
Boris Johnson’s health adviser and 
former head of the NHS in London, 
admitted to our committee, this is no 
more than a “sticking plaster” solution. 

With such pressures on A&Es 
locally, surely the decision to close 
Chase Farm’s emergency department 
(another broken Conservative promise) 
next month must be reconsidered?

A spokesman for the London Labour Party told 
the Advertiser. “The region was represented at 
the meeting following difficulties at the 


previous AGM. We went along and kept an 
eye on things and the elections passed without 
any problems.” 

Due to the delay, members have not yet selected 
a prospective parliamentary candidate to oppose 
Conservative Enfield Southgate MP David 
Burrowes in the 2015 general election. 

A candidate is expected to be selected early 
next year.

Council to address 
problem of female 
genital mutilation

A TELEVISION programme about female wel¬ 
fare issues has inspired a new topic of discussion 
for the borough’s Conservative party. 

The Cruel Cut was aired on Channel 4 earlier 
this month and highlighted the growing issue in 
the UK of the removal or partial removal of the 
female genitals. 

After watching the thought-provoking pro¬ 
gramme, Enfield councillor Denise Headley, 
who represents Bush Hill Park ward, said she 
wanted to know how FGM was affecting women 
in Enfield. 

And she has submitted a motion to the council 
to discuss this further. 

She said: “For me, the programme was so 
haunting - as a person, as a woman, as a mother 
- and something needs to be done. 

“As a local party member, I am deeply con¬ 
cerned about this and I would like to protect 
young girls and women from FGM and its long¬ 
term health risks.” 

The motion will be discussed at tonight’s full 
council meeting. 

Ms Headley said: “I contacted the Daughters 
of Eve organisation, which helps victims of FGM 
in the UK and was responsible for making the 
programme. 

“I hoped they would read through the motion 
and amend it as they have more in-depth 



knowledge and experience with this issue.” 

Currently, there is no record of how many 
women and girls have been a victim of FGM in 
the borough. 

Ms Headley said: “I went past a primary 
school recently and wondered how many of the 
little girls playing in the playground had suffered. 

“There needs to be a collective investigation in 
maternity wards and sexual health clinics. 

“Young girls need to be educated about this,” 
she added, “and the whole community needs to 
be aware of the dangers and health risks this 
cruel practice involves.” 

An online petition to stop FGM is currently the 
UK’s second largest e-petition, attracting more 
than 85,000 signatures.

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Students want more women in politics

A COLLECTIVE gasp of outrage 
rippled through the already draughty 
assembly hall when a former coun¬ 
cillor told hundreds of students that 
women “use their wiles more than 
men” to get ahead in politics. 

John Egan stunned pupils at St 
Anne’s Catholic High School, in 
Oakthorpe Road, Palmers Green, 
when he spoke to them as a member 
of a panel of politicos gathered as 
part of a mock question time event 
to discuss women in politics. 

He was responding to one of the 
students who had asked the panel: 
“Do women have to be more ruthless 
than men to get ahead in politics?” 

On hearing this, 16-year-old Candy 
Asumadu’s hand shot into the air. 

“Don’t you think it’s this kind of 
attitude that discourages women 
from becoming MPs and going to the 
top of their professions?” she asked. 

Mr Egan, a governor at the school, 
insisted it was “a facetious remark” 
but prompted ripples of angry 
mutterings when he added: 
“Women do have different 
ways of achieving things.” 

Speaking after the event, 

Candy said she felt she had 
to challenge the former Tory 
councillor as: “It was clearly 
the way he thought about 
women, and he’s not the 
first one to say that. He 
kind of reflected what 
men’s opinions often 
are of women. 


“It makes me angry because atti¬ 
tudes like that discourage women from 
putting themselves forward in life.” 

The responses of other leading 
political figures in the borough were 
met with a warmer reception, how¬ 
ever, and former Enfield mayor 
Kate Anolue’s impassioned call to 
arms won rapturous applause. 

“What does a man know about 
what kind of sanitary towel I should 
use?” the Upper Edmonton ward 
councillor asked indignantly. “What 
does a man know about the pain of 
labour? Let us not sit down and 
think that politics is for men only.” 

Speaking to the Advertiser at the 
end of the session, head girl Haille 
McFarlane, 16, and Tara Mabena, 
also 16, pictured inset, were united 
in their calls for more to be done to 
engage young women in politics as, 
they pointed out, not being repre¬ 
sented at the top level of politics fed 
into all areas of public life. 

Tara said: “In music videos, for 
example, women are dehumanised. 
They are not really seen as human 
beings, they are more like 
objects than people.” 

Haille added: “The media 
and music videos have a 
role to play in how women 
are viewed. You open a 
ja newspaper and there is a 
picture of a naked woman on 
the first page you see.” 
k And she insisted: 
k “Women have fought 
i so hard to have a vote 
J and we need to have 
more of a voice.”

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Judge dismisses race 
discrimination claim 


‘Lack of merit’ in complaint against school, electrician told

AN electrician has lost his case against the 
school that employs him after a judge 
dismissed his claims of racial discrimination. 

Phil Dominique, who works at Broomfield 
School, in Wilmer Way, Southgate, had brought 
a claim against his employer, claiming that he 
had been prevented from carrying out some of 
his duties between February and May this year 
because he was discriminated against on the 
basis of his race. 

However, the school maintained that Mr 
Dominique had been asked to refrain from car¬ 
rying out some of his duties as senior manage¬ 
ment needed to check with the school’s insurers 
that all Mr Dominique’s paperwork complied 
with requirements. 

He was retained on the school staff and was 
able to carry out other general duties while the 
paperwork was processed. 

At an employment tribunal hearing in Watford 
last Tuesday, Judge Camilla Palmer dismissed 
Mr Dominique’s claims, ruling that there was no 
credible evidence of discrimination. 

Broomfield School, where Mr Dominique is 
still employed, has applied to recover its £10,000 
legal bill from the electrician. 

The costs hearing is scheduled for January 
and, according to a council spokesman, Judge 
Palmer told the school that its application to 
recover the money was “not unreasonable” given 
the “lack of merit” in the claim. 

At Mr Dominique’s initial hearing at the 
tribunal court on September 12, a different judge 
threw out seven of his original nine grounds 
for complaint as having “no reasonable prospect 
of success” and warned him that the remaining 
two grounds had “little reasonable prospect 
of success”. 

Mr Dominique was ordered to pay a deposit of 
£800 before proceeding with his claim.

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Education chief hits out

A COUNCILLOR has launched an 
impassioned defence of a school’s 
handling of an investigation into Level 6 
SATs examinations. 

Conservative Daniel Pearce, a ward 
councillor for Southgate and chairman 
of governors at West Grove Primary 
School, in Chase Road, Southgate, 
submitted a written question before 
tonight’s meeting of the full council 
at the Civic Centre, in Silver 
Street, Enfield. 

He asked: “Could councillor Orhan 
answer the following questions regard¬ 
ing Eversley Primary School? Who has 
been interviewed in the course of her 


investigations? What forensic examina¬ 
tions have been undertaken of the com¬ 
puter that is supposed to have registered 
the children on time?” 

That prompted a fierce response 
from Ayfer Orhan, Enfield Council’s 
cabinet member for education, who 
lashed out at the “self-aggrandisement” 
of Tory councillors. 

She also claimed that the school had 
been the victim of press persecution. 

Mrs Orhan said: “Eversley Primary 
School is an outstanding school, with 
exemplary policies, practices and 
procedures, which has been victimised 
by the local press and councillors from 
the opposition party, whose sole motive 
seems to be self-aggrandisement.” 

She did not provide Mr Pearce with a 


breakdown of who had been interviewed 
in the course of the investigation and did 
detail the forensic examinations of the 
computer that had been used to register 
the Level 6 pupils for the exams. 

She referred the councillor to the 
report which was available on the 
school’s website. 

Mr Pearce also asked what steps had 
been taken to find out where and how 
copies of the original papers had been 
obtained. 

Mrs Orhan responded: “The report 
proved conclusively that the school 
acted entirely in the interests of the 
children. Not a single complaint against 
the school from parents, children, local 
authority officers or any other individual 
was received.”

S UDDENLY, everyone is talking about the 
housing crisis. We have at last noticed that 
London’s housing stock has become an 
investment opportunity for foreign billionaires, 
rather than a basic right for ordinary Londoners. 

The Conservative Party’s Help To Buy policy 
should really be called Help To Buy To Let. 

So far, nobody is talking about how we can 
change things. And yet British history teaches us 
that people can organise collectively to fight for 
affordable housing. 

Take World War I - a time of great housing 
stress. As armaments production increased, more 
and more workers moved into the overcrowded 
industrial areas. 

Landlords took advantage by jacking up the 
rents. Then resistance began. Tenants in Glasgow 
went on rent strike, building barricades round the 
flats to keep the bailiffs out. 

During 1915, the rent strike movement spread 
all over Britain. In Edmonton, an important 
arms-producing area, there were three successive 
rent strikes, involving thousands of tenants. 


All this militant action forced the wartime 
Liberal government to introduce a rent freeze. 

If you’re still on the housing waiting list, you 
can’t go on rent strike. 

But people have also taken direct action for the 
right to housing itself. Just after World War II, 
homeless ex-servicemen and their families 
organised a mass squatting campaign. 

Hundreds of premises, including hotels and 
luxury flats, were occupied. The police every¬ 
where were brushed aside. The government - 
Labour this time - was forced to respond to the 
situation, increasing the supply of pre-fabs - 
prefabricated dwellings - to replace houses 
which had been blitzed. 

Young people don’t need to be told what the 
current housing crisis means - you grovel to the 
agent, you agree to give the landlord half your 
monthly income, or else you camp out on a 
mate’s sofa. 

The question is, can we, in today’s depoliticised 
Britain, rediscover the militancy of former 
generations?

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Estate youngsters face 
fears on regeneration

MOVING away from friends and 
starting up somewhere else, as well 
as the danger of HGVs trundling 
through their narrow streets are 
fears looming large in the minds of 
children living on the Alma Estate. 

With the regeneration of the estate 
in Ponders End getting closer, the 
council’s cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing Ahmet Oykener and senior pro¬ 
ject manager of strategic housing 
Peter George this week answered 
questions from Year 4 and 5 pupils at 
Alma Primary School about the 
multi-million-pound project which is 
scheduled to begin in the new year. 

Since the plans were first mooted 
two years ago, concerns have been 
rife that residents would be forced 
into smaller homes and might lose 
secure tenancies. 

However, as the questions and 
answers from the youngsters proved, 
proposals which will see four land¬ 
mark towers demolished have left the 
children with their own concerns. 

One of the pupils who feared he 
would have to move schools if his 
parents decide to leave the estate 
asked whether transport would be 
provided so children could keep 
going to the school, in Alma Road. 

Looking slightly uncomfortable, 
Mr George said that no family was 


being forced to move off the estate, 
but admitted that no specific measures 
would be put in place to ensure that 
all pupils could stay at the school. 

“Some of you have been at this 
school for a number of years and you 
can continue going to this school if 
you continue living on the estate,” he 
told the children, sat cross-legged in 
a circle around the council duo. 

“Ultimately, it is a decision for 
your parents.” 

But the fear of having to move 
away was preoccupying the minds of 
many children whose families have 
decided to leave the estate, with one 
young pupil asking plaintively: “Will 
our teachers come with us?” 

With Mr George and Mr Oykener 
seemingly struggling for an answer, 
headteacher Helen Thomas stepped 
in, explaining patiently: “The simple 
answer is no.” 

In a bid to reassure the children 
that any disruption would be worth it 
in the long run, Mr George added: 
“When the regeneration happens, life 
will be easier for families living on 
the estate. 

“At the minute there are children 
living in overcrowded conditions 
who can’t do their homework 
because they are having to share with 
a sister or a brother. 

“With this regeneration, we will be 
building bigger homes, so you are not 
all cramped into one small room.”

Drug dealers are jailed

FOUR men have been put behind bars 
following a police swoop on drug¬ 
dealing gangs in the borough. 

The quartet, who were sentenced at 
Wood Green Crown Court on Thursday 
afternoon, are the first to be locked up 
following the police raids earlier this 
month which resulted in a spate of 
arrests with 18 people being charged 
with a total of 77 offences. 

Anil Singh, 19, of Leda Avenue, 
Enfield Wash, was sentenced to 20 


months’ imprisonment in a young 
offenders’ institution. 

He had pleaded guilty at the same 
court earlier that day to three counts of 
supplying class A drugs and one count 
of possession of cannabis. 

Kimani Prince, 25, of Femes Close, 
Freezywater, was sentenced to 20 
months in prison after pleading guilty 
at an earlier hearing to two counts of 
supplying a class A drug. 

Prosecuting counsel Adrian Flasher 
referred to Prince’s role in the drugs 
operation as that of a “runner”. 

However, defence counsel said Prince 


refuted that he was part of the Get 
Money Gang who, police say, control 
drug-dealing operations in the area. 

Kamal Joseph, 18, of Silver Street, 
Edmonton, was sentenced to 20 
months’ detention in a young offenders’ 
institute after pleading guilty at an ear¬ 
lier hearing to three counts of supplying 
class A drugs. 

Siaka Dibba, of Southend-on-Sea, 
Essex, was jailed for 28 months after 
pleading guilty at a hearing that morn¬ 
ing to two counts of being concerned in 
the supply of class A drugs and one 
count of possession of cannabis. 


Two held in connection with 
stabbing outside restaurant

Creative puppets are 
so naughty... and nice

IT began more slowly than expected, but 
Avenue Q lived up to the hype of being a 
hilariously naughty puppet show on stage. 

A puppet sex scene could probably 
have scarred me for life, but thankfully 
other human sexual activity was being 
played out and I could avert my eyes. Who 
knew puppets could be so creative?! 

The TNT production doesn’t start off at 
that level. It begins much more as if it 
were an episode of Sesame Street, com¬ 
plete with a lesson about the meaning of 
the word “purpose” illustrated through 
1980s-style graphics on TV screens at 
the side of the stage. 

It wasn’t until song number four, If You 
Were Gay, that the audience began to 
laugh out loud, quickly followed by Every¬ 
one’s a Little Bit Racist - and by the time 
The Internet Is For Porn was shouted out 
tears were rolling down our cheeks. 

Last Thursday evening’s performance 
was not helped by some technical 
difficulties, which meant that lines of 
dialogue and song were lost - and even 
sitting in the third row the actors’ voices 
failed to carry. 

Also annoying were the television 
screens at the side of the stage, which

occasionally came to life, and although 
they were meant to complement the 
action, it was more of a distraction as you 
couldn’t see the actors’ reactions to the 
screens simultaneously. 

Although the lead players of Kate 
Monster (Laura Bacon) and Princeton 
(Robert Hearn) sustained an American 
accent the majority of the time, they were 
let down by the inconsistencies of the 
supporting cast members. 


In fairness, however, you still leave 
the auditorium humming happily along to 
the finale song - and having the oppor¬ 
tunity to see such a big-name show in 
Enfield Town is too good a chance to 
be missed.

Ready for winter? 


Up until recently this small section of pipe was concealed behind the bathroom wall of 
a fifth floor flat. Unfortunately the tiny hole in the middle of the corroded area was 
letting out a very fine but constant spray of water that continued for some time before 
the leak (and damage!) was spotted and the pipe could be replaced.

While the chances of the worst happening are slim it’s always worth 
making these few extra checks and double checking your insurance!

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BMW plugging into 
the electric market

T HE i3 is a big deal, not just for 
BMW but also for the electric 
car industry. Boasting an inno¬ 
vative approach to design, construc¬ 
tion and its underlying technology, 
this could be the car to give the 
electric car market the shot in the arm 
it needs to make the move from niche 
to mainstream status. 

So far, early adopters have helped 
drive interest in electric transport. 
BMW is keen to tap into this buyer 
demographic - witness the i3’s futur¬ 
istic looks and the makers’ efforts at 
community building with a compre¬ 
hensive smartphone app that can 
remotely monitor your pride and joy. 

The bottom line is a carbon com¬ 
posite shell wrapped in funky-looking 
panels and room for four inside the 
radically styled - by current standards - 
cabin. Wood trim blends well with the 
exposed composite shell and the 
liberal use of natural fibres for door 


panels and the top of the fascia. Still, 
all this window dressing would be for 
nought if the i3 failed to deliver the 
goods in reality. Thankfully, the elec¬ 
tric BMW offers possibly the most 
rounded driving and ownership expe¬ 
rience to date, granted that progress 
is rapid in the electric car sector. 

BMW has retained its trademark 
rear-wheel drive layout for the i3. At a 
whisker under four metres, it is com¬ 
pact and this is reflected in its agility 
around town and its black cab- 
rivalling turning circle. The i3’s narrow 
section tyres also play a part and 
contribute towards the car’s slippery 
aerodynamic properties. 

With a clean-sheet approach to 
design comes the ability to place the 
batteries, a 230kg slab of lithium-ion 
power, under the flat floor. This 
ensures maximum occupant space in 
the cabin, a decent-sized boot and a 
positive effect on handling. The 170- 
horsepower electric motor also plays a 
significant part in overall performance. 


And you can’t talk about batteries 
without covering the practicalities of 
range. BMW have conducted detailed 
research to observe driver behaviour. 

As you’d expect, the mainly urban 
journeys were frequent and short 
and, with that in mind, a real world 
range of around 100 miles isn’t bad. 

Although different eco-centric dri¬ 
ving modes can be selected to max¬ 
imise driving range, the i3’s in-built 
brake regeneration properties can 
return a meaningful amount of charge 
to the battery during a journey. 

You need to lay off the brake pedal 
because simply easing off the throttle 
at urban speeds is enough to bring 
the i3 to a steady yet prompt halt - 
and while that’s happening, the battery 
is getting a small but useful top-up. 

Conversely, lean hard on the throttle 
and you can experience a 1 Series 
diesel level of brisk acceleration. 

The ability to drive almost exclu¬ 
sively using just one pedal aside, the 
i3 is surprisingly conventional. Largely 



familiar controls, a lofty driving posi¬ 
tion, good visibility and a high level of 
refinement go a long way to justifying 
the premium price tag and ensuring a 
place within the BMW family. 

Of course, the financial aspects 
should also be appealing. The 
absence of road tax and fuel liabilities 
rank high alongside the ability to 
charge the car for very little - 
overnight via a domestic electricity 
supply and a matter of hours when 
connected to a high output wall box 
or public recharging point. 

The i3 isn’t a cheap proposition, but 
it’s a compelling one for savvy early 
adopters keen to make a statement 
and exploit the car’s considerable 
on-road talents. While electric cars 
are still viewed as a gamble by many, 
BMW’s approach with the i3 could 
pave the way for wider acceptance.

SORRY SPURS 
CONCEDE SIX 



Worrying times: Tottenham head coach Andre-Villas Boas has admitted that he was ashamed by their display at Manchester City

HEAD coach Andre Villas-Boas has 
admitted that he was embarrassed and 
ashamed by Tottenham Hotspur’s 6-0 
defeat at Manchester City in the 
Premier League on Sunday. 

Tottenham went into the match 
with the best defensive record in the 
division, but they endured a night¬ 
mare afternoon at the Etihad Stadium 
- never really recovering from falling 
behind to a Jesus Navas strike after 
just 13 seconds. 

And Villas-Boas offered no excuses 
for Spurs’ dreadful display which saw 
them slip to ninth in the table. 


“To lose 6-0 is extremely embar¬ 
rassing,” he said. “We have high 
expectations for the season, and 
losing to a rival by that scoreline is 
always difficult. 

“A defeat like this tends to stick 
more to your career than the good 
things you achieve. Our game plan, 
our confidence and motivation was 
affected after we conceded a goal in 
13 seconds. It is a bad moment. We 
have to be ashamed of the result. 

“We had a very, very good reaction 
to the first goal we conceded, and 
that’s probably the only positive of 
the game that we have. 

“Everything went badly for us. 
From being one of the best defences 


in the country to conceding six goals, 
there’s not a lot we can say. We can 
say that City were excellent, but we 
were extremely poor and we paid a 
heavy price.” 

Despite the heavy defeat, Spurs 
are still only four points adrift of 
second-placed Liverpool, and Villas- 
Boas insists that there is still a lot to 
play for. 

“The only astonishing thing in this 
league is that surprising results can 
happen,” he said. “City are on four 
defeats, we are on four defeats at 
such an early stage in the season. 

“The December and January results 
will be vital in how the league will 
finish. At the moment you can be 


third or ninth. That is the reality.” 

Villas-Boas added: “The good 
thing is that, in the Premier League or 
in a top club, there’s always another 
game coming and another possibil¬ 
ity to bounce back. 

“We have a game on Thursday 
where we have to show that we are 
present, we are there and to continue 
to do our job. We have to see now 
the mistakes we made and reflect a 
little bit. 

“We’ve created so many chances 
before, and it’s an ongoing conversa¬ 
tion that we have to make sure we 
finish up the chances. The team is 
capable of creating - it’s not finish¬ 
ing which is the situation right now.” 


Vertonghen: A good 
time to face United 

JAN VERTONGHEN insists that Sunday’s 
showdown at home to reigning champions 
Manchester United is the perfect fixture for 
Tottenham Hotspur to have as they look to 
bounce back from their humiliating defeat 
against Manchester City. 

Spurs have failed to score in their last three 
Premier League matches, picking up just one 
point in the process, and have a miserable record 
against United at White Hart Lane - having not 
beaten them at home since 2001. 

However, far from being daunted by the 
fixture, Vertonghen actually believes that the 
match could not have come at a better time for 
faltering Tottenham as they seek to transform 
their fortunes. 

“It’s a good thing we play Manchester United 
next,” he said. “We are at home and we have 
the support of our crowd. I am sure we can win 
that game. 

“The Manchester City result is not a big 
problem. Of course we didn’t play well against 
City, but we are better than that. We can solve 
the problem. We will talk and bounce back on 
Sunday. 

“Many of us have had international matches, 
but we play European games as well, so that was 
not a problem. 

“It is our own fault. Manchester City score a 
lot of goals at home, but we gave three or four 
of them away too easily. 

“I would just love to have the chance of 
playing this game again next week, because we 
are a better team than that.”
